It is not an unusual sight to see wom- 
en thinly clad, hard at work in the blinding 
rain. No less hard is it for them to work all 
day under the burning, sun. In southern Ger- 
many the women cultivate the land way up 
the mountains, but their hearts know no fear, 


Though these women work uncomplainingly, 
they enjoy few comforts. Their little houses 
are almost bare of furnishing, and they are 
compelled to. wash their clothes in the stream. 
Their children are not idle and they help on 
the farms before they are half grown.
